Floy E. Davis drew a jury verdict 
of guilty on a charge of swindling 
and was given a two-year sentence in 
the district court last Sunday morn­ 
ing. 
This was one of the most inter­ 
esting cases ever ,tried in this court, 
and was followed closely by a large 
crowd. 
The crime which drew the sentence 
for Davis, according to testimony, 
was committed at Koonesviile. this 
county on Jan. IO, Ihlti. 
Davis had 
appeared in the Boonesviile country 
representing himself as a minister, 
and on the above date at the First 
State bank at Eioonesville, presenting 
to Cashier Wimberly a deposit slip 
for UTO issued by the Toy ah Valley 
State bank 
of 
Saragosa. 
Reeves 
county, requesting that a draft for 
the amout be issued on the Saragosa 
bank. 
Wimberly, believing the man 
to 
be 
a 
minister, 
issued 
th*? draft. 
Stating he was short of 
funds. Davis asked for and received 
$4 of the amount in cash from the 
cashier. 
fn the afternoon 
of 
the 
same day, Davis called 
Wimberly 
over the phone from Bridgeport, sa y ­ 
ing he must leave at once for another 
state on account of sick relatives, 
and asking if his check for $40 on the 
draft 
deposit would he 
honored. 
Wimberly assured him it would be 
granted, as he did the next day when 
a request for the cashing of a check 
for $ ICO was made by Davis from 
Bridgeport. 
This was the last heard 
of Davis bv the Boonesviile bank 
until his arrest last May. 
The draft 
was sent to the S ara g o sa bank for 
collection, but was returned, as no 
funds were on hand to meet it. 
On 
cross examination, 
Wimberly said 
Davis had remarked that he did not 
know where S ara gosa was. nor did 
he fully understand why the money 
should be there to his credit, unless 
his brother, who was in the navy, 
had placed it there for him. 
Sheriff Mann testified that he had 
been making efforts to apprehend 
Davis on complaint of the Boones- 
Ville bank, covering several states! 
with descriptions and pictures of the j 
man. 
In May, this year, Mr. Mann 
received a letter from a young lady 
in Georgia, inquiring if Roy E. Davis 
was wanted here. 
Through this clue.

It Is Not Acquired by Striving to Out* 
guess the Pitcher. 
The batter who tries to outguess a 
pitcher is making a big mistake. 
Ile 
should try to figure out what 
the 
hurler probably will do, but at the 
same time should be set aud ready for 
anything and prepared to shift at short 
notice. 
Making up your mind in a d ­ 
vance that you are going to hit a cer­ 
tain hall and then swinging at it re­ 
gardless of where it may come will 
never get you into the .300 class. 
Let me caution every young player 
against acquiring the bad habit of try ­ 
ing to “kill” the ball. 
Thousands of 
fellows who m ight otherwise have be­ 
come good batters have been ruined be­ 
cause they wanted to knock a home 
run every time up 
If you meet the 
ball squarely and get the right am ount 
of snap in your sw ing you do not 
need to take a windup aud lunge a t it 
with ail your might. 
There is a lot of life in a baseball, 
and w hen you hit it “on the nose” you 
don't need all your weight behind the 
bat. 
If you take care to apply your 
power tit the right moment, so th a t 
you will get the ball well out in front 
of you at the point where your sw ing 
is fastest and m ost powerful, the dis­ 
tance and speed will take < are of th e m ­ 
selves. 
There never w as a great hitter yet 
that swung with all his might all the 
I time. 
You may argue that the harder 
you poke the bail the longer distance i 
you will get. but the trouble is that it I 
is practically impossible to time your J 
blow properly and hit the ball square- j 
Iv when you take a “ washerwoman's 
swine." 
Once in a hundred times you 
might happen to flu so, but the oilier 
ninetyn in e times you would just be | 
making yourself ridiculous. 
And no player is of much value to j 
his team if he gets a home run once 
a y ear and cither fans or sends up easy 
flies «»r rolls feeble grounders the rest ; 
of t he time.
